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Senate Debates Defense 
$20.5 Billion for

WASHINGTON (U PI) - Con­ 
gress will have to appropriate 
$20.5 billion this y ear for m ili­ 
tary supplies and research as 
the “ minim um program essen­ 
tial for our national defense,’’ 
Sen. John C. Stennis, D-Miss., 
said today. 
Stennis spoke of the defense 
needs as the Senate took up 
the defense bill —one of the 
largest authorizing m easures 
it will handle this y ear and 
one which w as expected to 
provoke several days of spi­ 
rited debate. 
Sharp controversy w as ex­ 
pected over a $444.5 million 
authorization 
for 
continued 
research and developm ent on 
the B-l bom ber. $906.4 million 
for 
the 
T rident 
subm arine 
and 
m issile 
program , 
and 
$299 million for initial work 
on a fourth nuclear-pow ered 
aircraft carrier. 
A fight also m ay develop 
over the anti-ballistic m issile 
(ABM) 
program . 
The 
bill 
w’ould lim it deploym ent of the

system to one site —at Grand 
Forks, North Dakota. Under 
the arm s 
agreem ent

Sadat Notes U. S. 
Pledges to Israel 


Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat said today the United 
S t a t e s gave Israel three 
pledges 
of 
support 
which 
prompted him to request the 
removal of Soviet military7 ad­ 
visers. 
Sadat rejected direct nego­ 
tiations with Israel because 
he said it would amount to a 
surrender. He also said the 
three 
areas 
in 
which 
the 
United States offered support 
were the central issues in the 
Middle East cnsis. 
Sadat outlined the areas in 
a speech in Cairo to the Na­ 
tional Congress of the Arab 
Socialist Union 
(ASU), 
Eg­ 
ypt’s only political party. 
He said the United States 
told Israel it would: 
—Work against a U.N. Se­ 
curity Council resolution cal­ 
ling on Israel to withdraw 
from 
territories 
conquered 
during the June war of 1967. 
—Not impose on Israel, nor 
let anyone else impose, any 
settlement which did not con­ 
tain a call for direct negotia­ 
tions between Israel and Ute 
Arabs. 
—Maintain Israeli military 
superiority. 
“ T h e 
three 
American 
pledges were the central issue 
of the whole crisis and they 
were also the issue of the si­ 
tuation 
with 
Russia 
which 


started on July 8 and the de­ 
cision I took then which was 
implemented July 17,” Sadat 
said. 
Sadat did not say how7 the 
pledges were connected with 
his order to an estimated 15,- 
000 Soviets to leave Egypt.

said ambassadors of several 
W e s t e r n nations held an 
emergency meeting earlier to 
discuss Sadat’s action. 
Sadat attacked the United 
States for seeking to counter 
any move that cut across its 
aim of direct Arab-Israel ne­ 
gotiations.

for withdrawl ... we accepted 
the cease-fire... we extended 
the cease-fire . . .

mediator Gunnar V. Jarring 
submitted his initiative, we 
accepted that too.” 
“ I have an occupied land. 
Do not involve me with the 
problems of the big powers. I 
am a man who wants to build 
his country to enter the age 
of technology. All the trouble 
between you and me is Israel. 
Without American aid, Israel 
would 
not 
have found the 
bread to feed its people in the 
morning,” Sadat said. 


Chapel Vanishes 
From A. F. Base 


WASHINGTON (UPI)-The 


U. S. Army has a mystery on 


its hands—the case of the jer- 


rybuilt chapel that vanished 
from its foundation at a shut­ 
down missile base in New 
Mexico. 
Servicemen stationed at the 
Red 
Canyon 
Range 
Camp 
constructed the chapel in 1957 
at a cost of 8200. But a great 
deal of ingenuity and labor 
also went into the project. 
The men made the interior 
walls from the tops and sides 
of Kike rocket booster cases 
and the exterior walls from 
red rocks quarried by the sol­ 
diers. Pillars were construc­ 
ted from plastered telephone 
poles and colored cellophane 
paper was used to simulate 
stained glass windows. 


The chapel even had bells— 
made from 
rocket boosters 
tempered by firing. 
When the Army closed the 
base in 1959, the chapel was 
the only building left stand­ 
ing. 
Soldiers Magazine, the offi­ 
cial 
monthly of the U. 
S. 
Army, 
discovered 
recently 
that the Chapel had disap­ 
peared. 
According 
to 
the 
magazine , the concrete slab 
foundation is all that remains. 
There was also evidence that 
the frame of steel rails sal­ 
vaged from the Southern Pa­ 
cific Railroad was cut from 
the foundation with an acety­ 
lene torch. 
The magazine requests any­ 
one knowing the whereabouts 
of the building contact its edi­ 
tors. 


New York Ready 
For Rolling Stones

State law' forbids public: em- ’ 
pl oyes to strike, and by invok­ 
ing the law. Ballard could give 
them 24 hours to report to 
work or be replaced. 


The union’s rejection of the 
proposal, which included a 5.5 
par cent wage increase next 
April I, apparently surprised 
Ballard. 


"I was obviously hoping we 
would get the strike behind 
us,” he said. "I want to meet 
w’ith my staff to decide what 
to do next.”

Ups Widow's Check

The equivalent of $10,000 a 
year in earned income is the 
new maximum survivorship 
benefit provided by Social Se­ 
curity. as a result of the blan­ 
ket 20 per cent increase just 
enacted by Congress — and it 
worries some of the people 
who ponder our economy. 
Many young wage earners 
are now worth more dead 
than alive, says John Fibiger, 
an 
insurance 
executive 
at 
Bankers Life Nebraska, who 
thinks the whole concept of 
Social Security benefits may 
be getting somewhat out of 
whack. 
Under the new blanket in­ 
crease. a widow with two 
children can receive $579.42 a 
month — the top survivor 
benefit, paid to widows whose 
husbands were covered under 
the $7,800 maximum 
wage 
base. Payments continue until 
children reach age 18, or age 
22 if they are full-time stu­ 
dents. 
Since Social Security pay­ 
ments aren’t taxed, Fibiger 
points out, this $6,951 a year 
comes to about the same as 
the take-home pay of a $10.- 
000-a-year wage earner, under 
next year’s income and Social 
Security tax rates. His $833 
per month of gross income, 
F i b i g e r calculates, would 
shrink to about 70 per cent of 
that as his spendable take- 
home pay —freduced by 
Federal & state taxes

It’s Fibiger’s view that the 
formula of blanket increases 
for all Social Security benefits 
has raised the survivorship 
b e n e f i t disproportionately. 
(The 
maximum 
retirement 
benefit for a couple, begin­ 
ning Sept. I, will be $324 a 
month.) 
The view is 
con­ 
ditioned. of course, by an in­ 
surance man’s belief that a 
w a g e 
earner’s 
survivors 
should be provided for by pri­ 
vate means (i.e., insurance), 
rather than out of the public 
coffers. 
Whether or not it’s sound 
public policy, he would seem 
to be right that we’ve made a 
substantial move in the direc­ 
tion of society’s assuming fi­ 
nancial 
responsibilities 
that 
have traditionally been those 
of the individual. 
In other areas, the recent 
amendments to the Social Se­ 
curity law* offer wage earner* 
a mixture of good news and 
bad. 
The bad news begins next 
Jan. I, when the “ wage base” 
rises from $9,000 to $10,800 — 
and then, a year later, to 
$12,000. Everyone earning the 
latter amount, or more, will 
pay 5.5 per cent on the in­ 
creased amount, and his So­ 
cial Security tax will rise 
from the current maximum of 
$468 a >rear to $600 — a 41 per 
cent increase. 
The good news is that the 
rate will stay at 5.5 per cent, 
instead of escalating over fu­ 
ture years to the 8 per cent 
provided by the old law\ But 
that won’t rule out subsequent 
increases. 
The 
wage 
base 
will, in the future, be tied to 
the economy’s general wrage 
level. As that goes up, so will 
the $12,000 wrage base — and 
your tax. 


Some Power Failures 
Expected in 3 Areas 


W A S H I N G T O N (U PI) 
—Some residents in the East. 
Southeast and Midwest can 
expect power blackouts and 
brownouts this summer, ac­ 
cording to John N. Nassikas, 
chairman of the Federal Po­ 
wer Commission. 
Power shortages will be ex­ 
perienced 
in 
Florida. 
Vir­ 
ginia. 
the 
Carolinas. 
New 
York City and the Illinois- 
lowa area of the Midwest, 
Nassikas 
said 
in 
a 
copy­ 
righted 
interview’ 
in 
U.S. 
News and World Report. 
He said the most serious 
p r o b l e m s would probably 
come in the Southeast, par­ 
ticularly Southern Florida and 
thp 
Virginia-Carolinas 
area 
where the reserve margin is 
currently “ the lowest of any 
region” — less than IO per 
cent. Reserve generating ca­ 
pacity of at least 20 per cent 
is considered necessary for 
protection in emergencies. 
“ As a result of Hurricane 
Agnes, the major utility serv­ 
ing Virginia suffered damage 
to two generating plants and 
its computerized system-con- 
trol center,” Nassikas said. 
In other areas where power 
problems are expected, Nas­ 
sikas said: 
—New York City: “ Reserve 
generating capacity is thin. 
We had hoped that New' Eng­ 
land could export power...if 
n e e d e d , but two nuclear 


plants that were expected to 
be in operation this summer 
will not be ready. One is the 
Vermont Yankee facility just 
south of Brattleboro on the 
Connecticut River. The other 
is 
the 
Pilgrim 
plant 
at 
Plymouth, in Massachusetts.” 
—Florida: 
Public 
appeals 
have been made for voluntary 
curtailment of unessential po­ 
wer loads because electric re- 
q u i r e m e n t s already are 
slightly higher than the fore­ 
cast peaks for the 1972 sum­ 
mer season. “ Still more sev­ 
ere weather conditions may 
r e a s o n a b l y 
be 
ex­ 
pected—raising 
a 
serious 
question as to the continuing 
capability of the Florida faci­ 
lities to meet electric power 
loads over the rest 
of the 
summer.” 
—lllinois-Iowa area: Gener­ 
ating facilities are less than 
desired, bitt interim operation 
of the new’ Quad Cities nucl­ 
ear plants on the Mississippi 
River would let the region 
“ breathe a little easier.”

The movie ratings do not, 
therefore, attempt to tell you 
anything about a film’s qual­ 
ity — they are merely guides 
to the amount and type of sex 
and violence in the film. 
Stem. who assumed his po­ 
sition last July, has come to 
believe that the public realh 
has no understanding of the 
ratings and what they mean. 
And he’d like to correct some 
of what he thinks are the pub­ 
lic misconceptions of the rat­ 
ing board’s function. 
Not Experts 
“ We re not experts trying 
to tell parents which pictures 
their 
children 
should 
and 
should not see,” he 
says. 
“ The key to the rating system 
is that the choice must be in 
the province of the parents. 
We don’t want to intrude into 
the parental province.” 
All the ratings can do is 
give a quantitative measure­ 
ment of how' much sex and 
violence the movie contain':. 
So much of either and the 
film becomes PG; so much 
more and it’s an R; and so 
on. 
“ It is conceivable,” Stern 
says, “ that a G-pbture might 
be more provocative to kids 
than some R-pictures. Take 
‘Peter Pan,’ for example. It’s 
all about kids without par­ 
ents, a man with a hook tor 
his hand, somebody being ea­ 
ten bv crocodiles.

For a picture to be consid­ 
ered PG regarding violence, 
some violence can be shown, 
but brutality and sadism is 
limited. To qualify for the 
R-rating, some sadistic refe­ 
rences and brutality are per­ 
missible, “ but we cut it off 
from X-pictures in the quality 
of the sadism and brutality.” 
Stern believes that violence, 
per se, is not the biggest 
problem today. 
“ The ugliness I'-n’t the vio­ 
lence, but the advocacy of 
violence,” he says. “ It’s the 
public's 
responsibility.

cure isn't censoring movies 
because that would be worse 
than the disease. Our country 
must recognize that there is 
something about aggression in 
our society, now complicated 
by a high level of affluence.

drugs which are also used in 
human medicine. 


The panel, probably begin­ 
ning work in early 1973 and 
concluding its study by late 
next year or early 1974, would 
try 
to 
determine 
whether 
trace residues of these drugs 
in food would have any sig­ 
nificance to human health. 
In the case of one sulfa 
drug, for example, Van Hou­ 
weling said in an interview 
the potential residue in a half- 
pound serving of meat might 
be a very small part of the 
dose used in human medicine. 
In cases like this, the FDA of­ 
ficial added, it appears there 
may be reason to set official 
“ tolerances for residue levels 
which would no? be “ biologi­ 
cally significant" to human 
consumers. 
“ lf a person has to eat 1.000 
pounds of meat to get enough 
(of a drug residue) to be sig- 
n i f i c a n t , it doesn’t seem 
reasonable to forbid it,” Van 
Houweling said. 
Van Houweling stressed the 
search for a basis tor setting 
tolerances on “ insignificant” 
amounts of some drugs would 
apply to materials ruled ca­ 
pable of causing cancer. Fed­ 
eral law flatly forbids addi­ 
tion 
of 
any 
ancer-causing 
materials to foods. 
But 
for 
non-carcinogenic 
drugs, the official said the 
problem of future use is be- J 
coming 
increasingly 
serious 
because of the looming devel­ 
opment of a “ radioimmunoas­ 
say” technique for residue de­ 
tection. Where present tests | 
can 
detect 
drug 
residues 
down to a few parts per bil­ 
lion. the newer method can 
trace substances down to a 
few parti per trillion. 
To illustrate the difference. 
Van Houweling uses this ex- ! 
ample: 
Two parts per billion equals 
1.5 drops of a substance dis­ 
solved in a 25,000-gallon tank. 
Two parts per trillion is the 
same 1.5 drops dissolved in a 
25.000,000-gallon tank.

dioimmunoassay) 
technique 
for detecting drug residues, 
there will be very few sub­ 
stances that can be fed to 
food animals that will not re­ 
sult in some minute amount 
of residue."

cooking. 
Recently I received a letter 
from 
a 
legal firm repre­ 
senting the egg industry', ap­ 
parently attempting to intimi­ 
date me for reporting to you 
r e a d e r s 
these 
recom­ 
mendations. T heir letter men­ 
tioned a “ ipiuation program” 
and alleged that my column 


on breakfasts “ was most det­ 


rimental to the egg industry.” 


The column in question was 


from one of you readers ask­ 


ing about what to feed her 


husband to prevent heart dis­ 


ease.

There have been instances when we have followed up on a 
case only io oe Inrcrmed that it has been settled, and some­ 
times not to the satisfaction of the reader. 
We realize that some oi you do not inform us of the status 
because you’re not quite sure we are working on the problem. 
Action Line cannot take the time to inform a person that his 
problem is being investigated. We only inform a person w'hen 
we are not going to work on the problem. If you do not hear 
from us. it means we are taking action. 
This misunderstanding has resulted in a few instances of 
legal action being taken by complainants when Action Line 
was obtaining action for them. So, before you take such a step 
on a problem submitted to us, write a note stating your inten­ 
tions. We w'ill then confirm our activities. 
Again, we must emphasize that all complaints and problems 
must be submitted to Action Line in writing. DON’T T E L E ­ 
PHONE. 
If you can’t wrait for the mail to reach us, write your letter 
and deliver it to the Progress-Bulletin newsroom receptionist. 
Please don’t ask to see us in person — we’re invisible. 
To be assured that your problem will receive attention, 
piease enclose all pertinent infoimation. If accounts are in­ 
volved, the account number, name and address of the business 
involved are required. Where license, credit cards, social se­ 
curity, receipts. Medicare and such problems involving identi­ 
fication numbers are involved, these should be provided. 
lf a magazine subscription is involved, enclose and address 
label for the magazine if you have one. If you send us a 
problem involving your husband or wife, don’t fail to tell us 
his or her name. 
As Adion Line has otter, said, our objective is to solve indi­ 
vidual problems, not community problems. We can’t solve the 
problems of the world — we wish we could — so refrain from 
asking us to clean up this or that business. 
Low' priority is given to automobile dealer and auto repair 
complaints. This, of course, is an area of rampant consumer 
problems, but Action Line has lound investigations into such 
complaints often require a great deal of time and little action 
results. 
Most such complaints are based on oral statements, promis­ 
es and agreements. Our investigations too often conclude in a 
standoff, writh both parties telling convincing stories and no 
documentation available to prove the truth. 
We have learned, to our surprise, that the consumer can 
fabricate as many wild tales as the salesman and repairman. 
In one case Action Line engaged an independent mechanic to 
compare some repair work and prices after we received a 
complaint that a man wras overcharged. After weeks of work 
we were so confused by the innumerable variables that we 
suggested the man take the case with our information to the 
Small Claims Court. 
Tile judge admitted he, too, couldn't arrive at a competent 
decision and said he was forced to dismiss the matter. 
The guidelines we have trier5 to outline concern consumer 
complaints. The requests for the address of a star, a place to 
sell rare books or a 100-year-old recipe for plum jelly usually 
sit in our research basket until someone has the time to work 
on them. 
This type of letter is usually answered in the column and the 
writer is not usually notified. 
On the positive side, Action Line is doing its utmost to act 
on every worthwhile complaint, and only a fraction of the 
thousands submitted have been relegated to the “ no action” 
file. We also try for same-day service — that is — some action 
is taken on the day we receive your letter. 
We like our task of obtaining solutions and answers for you, 
and we enjoy reading the nice things you say in your letters to 
help balance the problems you send along. 
So keep the letters coming, but with all the necessary infor­ 
mation. 
And if you haven’t notified us of the status of your case, 
please send us a note today. We have more than 500 active 
cases and we’re sure many of them have been solved without 
us know'mg it 
One final note: if your closest friend in Long Beach is hav­ 
ing a problem please don’t suggest our Action Line. Action 
Line will onl> work on problems for persons within our circu­ 
lation boundaries.

Alive and Well 


There an old saying that business goes where it's 
invited and stays where ifs treated well. 
There should be doubt on the part of Royal Inns 
of America about Pomona’s hospitality after the red 
carpet treatment given to Royal Inns executives on 
Thursday.

More Influence 
Is Teacher Aim 


Time was when your average teacher, usually an 
old maid, knew her place in the community (very 
low') and was properly grateful for the pittance 
(very small) awarded her for the thankless job of 
trying to drill a bit ot knowledge into young heads. 
Today, presidential candidates woo the teacher 
vote. 
A record 8 287 delegates attending the 110th an­ 
nual convention of the National Education Associa­ 
tion in Atlantic City gave their greatest applause to 
Sen. George McGovern when he promised to establ­ 
ish a separate Department of Education and name a 
woman as secretary. 
The association voted to set up campaign chests to 
aid “friends of education” in the coming elections. 
President Nixon, whose administration has spent 
more on education than any previous one. was con­ 
demned for his “insensitive posture toward quality 
education for all students.” 
(Every1’ president spends more money on educa­ 
tion than his predecessor, oi course, but it’s never 
enough to satisfy the National Education Associa­ 
tion.) 
The delegates also voted to .support a massive 
C o n f e d e r a t i o n of American Public Employes 
(CAPE), which would unite all public employe 
groups into one big union — the better to shake 
down the private taxpayer. 
Other signs of changing times include a “Gay 
Teachers’ Caucus.” which attempted, unsuccessful­ 
ly, to get the organization to spend SIO.OOO for a 
eonlidential survey to determine the problems en­ 
countered by homosexual teachers. 
Old c o d g e r s who remember when schools were 
places ol learning and not wellheads of social 
change may note that America is getting more and 
more education but Americans are less and less 
happy. 
Is there a connection? 


Earth-Shaking Motive 


Those who have complained about the pace of Cal­ 
ifornia's lawmakers since they went on year-long 
sessions a while back may soon see tilings accele­ 
rated a bit. 
And the motivation won’t be Sacramento’s blister­ 
ing summer weather, the pendancy of the national 
nominating conventions or the legislators’ desire to 
hit the campaign trail themselves in this campaign 
year. 
Instead State Architect Fred Hummel has warned 
that if the assemblymen and senators don’t want 
the roof literally tumbling about their ears, they’d 
better soon get out of the 100-year-old w’ost wing ol 
the capitol where they meet. 
Hummel wanted that the area directly beneath 
the capitol’s historic golden dome is especially 
prone to earthquake damage. His warning was fol­ 
lowed b y legislative calls for speeded-up work on 
plans for a new state capitol—and no doubt a fer­ 
vent desire to get the heck out as quickly as pos­ 
sible.

Principal Trouble 
The m ain trouble Is a ir con- 
d i t i o n i n g . T here is fully 
enough electricity available to 
run all of the a ir conditioners 
in cool w eather. But the pub­ 
lic perversely insists on run­ 
ning a ir conditioners in hot 
w eather. 
This is called an “ energy 
crisis.” 
And w hat does officialdom 
do about the crisis? Official­ 
dom urges the public to use 
less electricity during periods 
when Ute public uses more 
electricity. 
But 
it 
doesn't 
work. 
The public sim ply has not 
been conditoned to act in the 
public interest. Through artful 
advertising, 
the 
public 
has 
been conditioned to drive cars 
and run a ir conditioners. Pro­ 
moting the public interest will 
require som ething equally ar­ 
tful. 
At the m om ent, the public 
is going in strong for the “na­ 
tural look” in cosm etics, plas­ 
tics, hair style, clothing and 
organic food. So why couldn’t 
officialdom tak e advantage of 
that with a 
public 
service 
cam paign extolling the won­ 
ders of “ n atu ral h e a t? ” 
F irst we see E d McMahon 
fiddling w ith som e knobs in a 
t a s t e f u l l y furnished con­ 
dominium . He tu rn s our way 
says, “ Oh. hi th ere. Tired of 
having artificially cooled air 
circulating 
through 
your 
house or ap artm en t this sum ­ 
m er? 
Natural Way 
“ Then do w h a t I’m doing 
—turn off th at a ir conditioner 
and heat your hom e the na­ 
tural w ay — open a window.

Yes on Override

aspects 
of

schools situation which are of­ 
ten overlooked. 


I am an English and read­ 
ing teac h er with 23 years ex­ 
perience, 14 in the Pom ona 
high schools. To state an ob­ 
vious 
fact, 
the 
world 
has 
changed greatly in this tim e. 
Believe it o r not, so has edu­ 
cation. M ore slowly perhaps, 
but definitely changed. It is 
neither possible or, in m ost 
c a s e s , 
desirable 
to 
stop 
change, 
but 
these 
changes 
have created m any of our 
problem s. Young people m ust 
be p rep ared for the world of 
the future, not of yesterday or 
even of today. This kind of 
preparation casts money. 
To get back to the im m e­ 
diate problem , the effects of 
financial m alnutrition on our 
schools a re not im m ediately 
or easily seen, and certainly 
not easily rem edied. Make no 
m istake, however, we are suf­ 
fering the elfects now. The 
r e p o r t ot the Com m ittee 
which accredited G ary High 
School this spring stated that 
the effects of the financial 
cutbacks w ere having definite 
detrim ental 
consequences 
upon the entire school pro­ 


gram . 
The cum ulative effects of 
the cutbacks are subtle but 
devastating upon staff and stu­ 
dent m orale. Much of a teaclv 
e r ’s 
effectiveness 
depends 
upon m any intangibles includ­ 
ing enthusiasm , enjoym ent of 
work, freedom from excessive 
financial 
w orries, 
etc. 
The 
sam e can he said about stu ­ 
dents, of course. These are 
attitu d es of mind which are 
hard to m aintain, and easily 
destroyed. 
I have noticed a definite lo­ 
w ering of teacher and student 
m orale and enthusiasm in the 
past several years. C ertainly, 
there a re a num ber of factors 
involved in this situation, but 
I’d just like to mention one 
w hich, I believe, is im portant. 
It is the disheartening feeling 
th at our present situation will 
ju st d rag on; that too m any 
in the com m unity are either 
indifferent or unwilling to do 
som ething to m eet the prob­ 
lem s. 
If the election is not suc­ 
cessful, som e of the probable 
results would include a con­ 
tinued 
loss 
of 
both 
expe­ 
rienced and new, enthusiastic 
teachers: a continued lack of 
opportunities 
for 
classroom 
teachers tor the research and 
developm ent 
of 
new 
ideas, 
and an increase in both teach­ 
e r and student dissatisfaction. 
I doubt that m orale will im ­ 


prove or enthusiasm increase. 
Two years without a sale re­ 
adjustm ent just to m eet infla­ 
tion costs m eans that school 
people have taken an approxi­ 
m ate 12' o cut in salary while 
the job has become m ore dif­ 
ficult. What happens to mo­ 
rale if it happens again? T hat 
isn’t a hard question to an­ 
sw er. 
A w'oman told m e the other 
day th at she wouldn’t vote 
m ore money for schools until 
they w ere doing a better job. 
My reply w as this w as like 
telling a drowning person he 
wouldn’t be rescued until he 
learned to swim better. 
The tim e to help is now. 
The 
longer 
the 
delay, 
the 
m ore 
difficult 
the 
job 
be­ 
com es. Problem s grow, they 
don’t shrink. They won’t “ go 
aw ay1” if we ignore them . The 
fact that m any of the prob­ 
lem s a re not obvious, does 
n o t 
m ean 
they 
a re 
not 
serious. 
It would be naive to think 
th at ju st m ore money would 
solve all or mast of our prob­ 
lem s. However, the passing of 
the override should, at lea^t, 
stop our slide into m ediocrity, 
and head us in a better direc­ 
tion. A com m unity rejection 
would 
adversely 
affect 
not 
only 
the 
schools, 
bul, 
ulti­ 
m ately, the com m unity itself.

M any of them have stood on 
his side, voting w ith him on 
im portant m easures. The big 
objective is to draw Demo­ 
cratic votes to the Republican 
ticket, and it will be done not 
by criticizing the p arty but by 
pointing out w eaknesses and 
inconsistencies in 
McGovern 
speeches in Congress and at 
the convention. 
No Personal Attack 
President Nixon is not like­ 
ly to engage in w hat am ounts 
to a personal attack on his 
opponent but he will draw a t­ 
tention to som e of the basic 
principles that are involved in 
the positions taken by the oth­ 
er side. 
An exam ple of this type of 
approach w as provided a few 
days ago by form er T reasury 
Sec re ra n ’ John B. Connally, 
Jr.. on his return from a long 
trip abroad for the adm in­ 
istration. 
He 
com plim ented 
Senator McGovern on the sin­ 
cerity of his view s but added: 
“ I think he m eans it when he 
talks about trying to cut the 
defense establishm ent by $30 
billion a year. But to m e this 
m eans. . .a re tre a t from res­ 
ponsibilities in world leader­ 
ship.” 
Mr. Connally asserted also 
that M r. M cG overn's prom ise 
to have all U.S. troops and 
prisoners of w ar hom e from 
Vietnam within 90 days after 
his inauguration could not be 
fulfilled. He called it an un­ 
fair statem ent and one that 
“ sabotages the efforts of this 
adm inistration 
and

peace negotiators in P aris to 
try to bring the w ar to an end 
on a negotiated basis.” 
Secretary of State William 
P. Rogers joined this sort of

party. But it is questionable 
w hether Mr. Nixon will make

At present, the R epublicans 
are planning their convention 
with an em phasis on the pub* 
licitv they can get by arran g ­

will be heard by m illions of 
persons who did not listen to 
the D em ocrats because m ost 
of

proceedings

place after m idnight. The Re­ 
publicans are hoping to pre­
